THE NEW SILVER MINE. 


The Richest aa well asthe Most Ex. 
tensive Mineral Deposit 
Kvey Discovered, 


Senki anal 


This mino which isin New Maxico some 15 
miles from the Arizona line is a most maryel- 
lous deposit of ore. Tidings received last 
Wednesday from the prospecting party, who 
lef, this plage some twelve days praviously 
prove that the reports of the Sau Francisco 
papers, so fot from exaggerating, hava failed 
to convey any adequate idea of the extent and 
richness of thig deposit. From observationa 
made by the party mentioned it would appear 
thatit is not an ordinary lode, but a mountain 
of quartz, the base of which covers an area of 
somewhat more than 400,000 square yards and 
the height of which is not less than 1000 feet. 
From the base ofthe mountain ‘spurs’ shoot 
forth in almost every directian, some of which 
have been traced to a very ‘considerable dig- 
tance, By the simplest processes of assaying 
the “croppings” have yielded as high as $200 
to the ton, while fragments fram the main 
body of the rock have yielded as hivh aa $2,300 
to the ton. 

The following 1s an extract from a letter to 
Mr. Hodges, written by one of the party. ‘We 
have reached the mine, and hopeful though 
we were at atarting out, yet We were not pre- 
pared to witness anything so infinitely beyond 
our expectations, Here, above ground, lies 
sufficient quartz to keep a score of mills in 
constant operation for a whole lifetime. 

This news bas almost depopulated the town. 
Every one ig rushing to the mine and still the 
cry is “come! come! There is enough for 
ali.’ The first party who went thither con- 
sisted of some 20 or 30 and on* Friday an 
additional 20 or 30 left for the scene, Every- 
body is excited and of those who remained in 
town we fiad groups assembled at every corner 
“talking mine’ and apparently oblivious of 
everything else. 


An Exproston :—On Saturday evening last 
a disastrous explosion of gunpowder occurred 


ata store-house belonging to Lord & Williams, 
situated on Hodges street, A load of hay 
which had been deposited in the yard, within a 
few feet of the store-huuse dvor, on Saturday 
morning, accidentally canght fire about ncon, 
when n party of men repaired to the spot for 
the purpose of oxtinguizhing the fire. They had 
just arrived and commanced operations when 
the frecommunicated with three kegs of gun- 
powder within the building, avd produced ouo 
of the grandest, a3 well as one of the most dea- 
tructive scenes imaginable. The building, 
constructed of adobes, was instantly torn to 
atoma, the walla being thrown to a distance 
of twelve or fifteen feet and fragmenta ot the 
roof carried to the height of 40 or 50 feet into 
the air. So soon as the cloud of smeke and 
dost had cleared away a most melancholy 
apectarle presented itself In one blanckened, 
gmoking, burning mass lay boxes, baskets, 
tables, chairs and portions of the roof of the 
building. Three boxes coutsining rifle ammu- 
nition had just caught fire from some burne 
ing furnituro when a Mexican, whose name 
wo have been unable to learn, observing tho 
danger—there being 2 couple of bundred per- 
son assembled around the ruin—heroiecliy 
rughed to the spot, seized the boxes, one after 


with debris from the streets, and depositing the 
same outside the limits of the town. Within 
one week our streets and plazas have under- 
wenta very great change Sad now present a 
clean, healthy appearance.

By the President of the United Statet of 
America. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, certain additional articles to the 
treaty nowin force between the United States 
of Americaand the Ta-T'sing Empire, signed 
at Tientain the 18th day of June, 1858, were 
emeuded and by their plenipotentiaries at 
Washington, on the 28th day of July, 1868 
which additional articles are, word for word, 
as follows: i 
Additional articles to the treaty between, the 

United States of America and the 

Tas- Toing Enpire of the 18th of June, 


1858. 
"Whereas since tho conclusion of the treaty 


between the United States of America and the 
Ta-Tsing Empire (China) of the 18th of June, 
1858, circumstances have arisen showing the 
meceasity of additional articles thereto, the 
President of the United States and the august 
sovereign of the Ta-Tsing Empire, have noms 
od for their plenipotentiaries, to wit: the Pree 
sident of the United States of America, Wil- 
liam H Seward, Secretary of State, and his 
Majesty the Emperor of china, Anson Bur- 
lingame, accredited ashis Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and minister Plenipotentiary, and Chih- 
Kang and Sun Chia-Ku, of the second Chinese 
ronk, associated high envoys and ministers of 
his said Majesty, andthe said plenipotentiaries, 
after having exchanged their fall powers, found 
tv be in due proper form, have agreed upon 
the following articles: 
ARTICLE I, 

His Majesty the Emperor of China, being of 
tho opinion that, in making concession to the 
citizens or subjoct of foreign powers of the 
privileyo ot residing on certain tracto of land, 
or resorting to cortain waters of that ompire 
for purposes of trado, he has bano means res 
linquished his right of eminent domain or do- 
minion over the said land and waters, hereby 
ogrces that no ouch concession or grant shall 
HO construed to give toony power or party 
which moy bo at warcvith or hostile to the 
United Stutes tho right to attack the citizens 
of tho United States or their property withe- 
in the said lands or waters, And the Unit- 
cds States, for themcolves, heroby agree to ab- 


= etsinfrom offonsively attacking the citizens or 


aubjects of any power or party of their pru- 
porty with which they may beat war on any 
puch tract of land or wators of the said em- 
piro, But nothing ia thio artiela chall be cone 
atrued to prevent the United States from re- 
bioting an dttuck by any hostile power or party 
upon thelr citizens, or their property. Ke is 
farther agrood that if any right or interest 
in any troet of land ia China has beou or shall

for purposes of trade or commerce, that grant 
shall in no event be construed to divest the 
Chinese authorities of their right of jurisdic - 
tión over person and property within said tract 
of land, except so far as that right may - have 
been expressly relinquished by treaty.

The United States of America and his Maj- 
esty the Emperor of China, believing that the 
safety and prosperity of commerce will thereby 
best be promoted. agree that any privilege or 
immunity in respect to trade or navigation in 
the Chinese dominious which may nothave been 
stipulated for by treaty, shall be subject to 
the piscription of the Chinese government and 
may be regulated by it accordingly, but not 
in a manner or spirit incompatible with the 
treaty stipulations of the parties. 

ARTICLE II. 


The Emperor of China shall have the right 
to appoint consuls at ports of the United States 
who shall enjoy the same privileges and im- 
munities as those which are enjoyed by public 
law and treaty in the United States by the 
consuls of Great Britain and Russia, or either 
of them. 


Arrioie IV. 


The tweatyeninth article of treaty ofthe 18th 
of June, 1858, having stipulated fur the exemp- 
tion of Christian citizens of the United States 
and Chinese converts from persecution jn 
China on account of their faith, it is further 
agreed that citizens of the United States in 
China of every religious persuasion, and Chi- 
nese subjects in the United States, shall enjoy 
entire liberty of conscience, and shall be ex- 
empi from all disability or persecution on ac- 
count of their religious faith or worship in 
either couuiry, Cemeteries for sepulture of 
the dead, of whatever nativity or nationality, 
shall be held in respect and free from disturb- 
ance or profanation. 


Articir V, 


The United Stutes of America an? the Em- 
peror of China cordially recognize the inher- 
ent and inalienabie right of man to change 
hig home and allegiance, and algo the mutu- 
al advantage of the free migration and emis 
gration of their citizens and subjets, respec- 
tively, from the one conntry to the other, for 
purposes of curiosity, of trade, or ag permas 
nent residents. The high vontracting parties, 
therofore, join in reprobating any other than an 
entirely voluntary emigration for these purposes, 
They consequently agree to pasa law: making 
ita penal offence for a citizen of the United 
States or Chinese subjects to take Chinese 
subjects either to the United States er to any 
other foreign country, or fora Chinese subject 
or citizen of the United States totake citizens of 
the United States to China or to any otter 
foreign country, without their free and volun- 
tary consent respectively. 

Arricis VI, 
Citizens of the United States visiting or re- 
siding in China shall enjoy the same privileges, 
immunities or exemptions in respect tu travel 
or residenco as may there bo enjoyod by the 
citizens or subjects of the most favored nation. 
And, reciprocally, Chinese subjects visiting or 
rosidiny in the United States, shall enjoy thy 
same privileges, immunities, and exemptions 
in respect to travel or resvdence, as may there 
be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of tho 
most tavore'l nation. But nothing herein con- 
tained shall be held to confer naturalization 
u»on citizons of the United States in Chine, 
uor upon the subjects of China in the United 
States. 

Arrieres VII 

Citizens of the United States shall enjoy all 
the priviloges of tho public edueational insi- 
tutions under the control of the government of 
China, and, reciproccily, Chinese subjects shal 
enjoy all tho privileges of the public educa- 


China at those places where foreigners are by 


treaty permitted to reside, and, reciprocally, 
Chinege subjects may enjoy the same privileges 
and immunities in the United States. |

The United States, always disclaiming gud 
discouraging all practices of unnecessary dice 
tation and intervention by one dation in the 
affairs or domestle administration of another, 
do hereby freely disclaim and disavow any in- 
tention or right to intervene in the domeatia 
administration of China in regatd to the con- 
struction of railroads, telegraphs or other ma~ 
terial internal improvements.

and manner and circumstances of introducing 
such improvements within his dominions. 
With this mutaal understanding it is agreed by 
the contracting parties thatif at any time here- 
after his imperial Majesty shall determine to 
congiruct or cause to be consiructed works of 
the character mentioned within the empire, 
and shall make application to the United 
States or any other western power for facilities 
to carry out that policy, the United States will, 
12 that case, designate and authorize suitable 
engineers to be employed by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and‘ will recemmend to other nations 
an equal compliance with such application, the 
Chinese government in that case protecting 
such engineers in their persons and property, 
and paying them a reasonable compensation 
for their serv ice. 

In faith whereof, the respective plenipoten- 
tiaries have signed this treaty and thereto nf- 
fixed the seals of their arma.

‘David Jenkins, one of the last, if not the 
only surviving one of the heroes who fought 
under Nelson at Trafalgar is now a Mormon 
and resides at Ogden, Utah. The old sea lion 
is 90 years of age, and came to Salt Lake city 
seventeen years cgo, crossing the plains a foot 
when 73 yeara old, His career has been an 
aveuttol one, having been pressed into the 
English navy threo times, and serving before 
the mast 56 years. He fought under Nelson 
at Trafalgar in the line-of-battle ship Dread~ 
nought, as also at Copenhagen and several 
other bloody and well contested sea- fights. 
He never received a wound in battle, though 
he was laid up in hospital at one time for 18 
months With a broken leg and other severe in- 
juries caused by a fall from the main mast of 
his ship. The old man's mental faculties are 
unimpaired, and the soul-stirring events of his 
early life nre still fresh in his. memory. The 
day after the battle of Trafalgar sixteen of his 


messmates, who were temporarily deafened by|, 


the roar of cannon on the preceding day, weie 
flogged by order of the Captain for not answer- 
ing promptly to their names at roll-call. The 
old mat says, ‘I fought many severe batles for 
tyrants, but never derived any benefit from 
them ; despots do not reward the deserving.” 
His youngest son, if alive is sixty years of age, 
but the fathor has n6t seen or heard of his boy 
for thirty-five years. The old osit, with the 
assistance of a cane, navigates a few knots 
occasionally, and fights hio battles over again, 
while describing the bloody and eventful scenes

A Roffanly Design

Ou Saturday evening, March 19th, a diabolical 
attempt was made to assassinate halfa dozen 
persons by menns of ‘powder, The explosion 
wag intended to destroy the residence of Emil 
Grizar, the Belgian Consul at San “Francisco. 
We condense thé annexed account fiom the 
Bulletin of March 21st: | 

Mr. Grisaris absent from the’city on a visi! 
to Europe, and is expencted to return in a few 
days. During his absence his residenee : has 
been occupied by sixof his friends, who have 
employed their own servantsand kept a bach- 
elor's home, eating and sleeping in the build- 
ing. Their names are: Sylvian Cahn, of the 
house of Lazard Freres, Eugene Dewey,, Theo- 
dore Leroy, and the three brothers, and Rap~ 
hael, Sylvian and Henry Weil. In gdditionto 
the main building, there is a two-story frame 
building standing in the rear of the lot, some 
50 or 60 feat from the kitchen, and entirely 
disconnected fromit, In this building there 
are a gitling room add two or three lodging 
rooms. Therelwe employed about the house 
a French woman as chief cook and house- 
keeper, 2 young Chinaman as her assistant, 
and a white man who has charge of the rooms 
inthe rear building, At about a quarter to 8 
o'vloek a terrific explosion took place ender 
the honae, The six gentloman had just finish- 
ed their dinner and left the dicing table, and 
were in the rooms of the rear building. The 
woman and Chinaman were standing together 
ata small table in the kitchen, and the white 
servant er porter. was in the rear building 
All fortunately were out of the reach of dan- 
ger. The explosion is believed to have been 


‘produced by the ignition of a can of powder. 


In the immediate vicinity the shock was eo 
great as to arouse the entire neighhvorhoed, 
and at once drew an immense crowd to tho 
damaged building. At the distance of a block 
or two the report was supposed to be that of s 


| cannon fired from some steamer off North 
Beach. The French woman and Chinaman in 


the kitchen stood about 24 feet from the exe 
plosive centre with their faces towards 1t. 
Theyjeny the floor seemed to be suddenly raised 
in front of them with gueh force ùs to throw 
them backward nearly off their feet. Tho ex- 
plonve material had been placed naar the rear 
of the parlor floor and within a foot or two of 
the front end ofthe dining room. The con~ 
cussion lifted up and shattered tho floors of 
bothrooms making a complete wreck of many 
of the timbers and nearly all the furniture in 


the powder was badly shattered; 
between the tworoo ns was torn entirely from 
ta hinges; the top of the door frame and the 
aides were split and broken; the washboard», 
15 feet off were torn away, and one-half the 


i floor of the parlor was raised frem ity position. 


tn front of the building was a porch abont five 
tet wide and 18 fectlong This, although 20 
teet dirtant from the powder, wa» a more com- 
plete wreck than any portion of the fluor 
within the building, A stroet car happened 


ito boarly opposite the house when the explo-

If, at setting out, wa fail to acknowledge 
that. the 'Spachejpossesges sufficiont cunning 
to make a grand dupe of the military author- 
ities within the Territory, itis not becanse we 
nre ignorant of the fact, Thu Goodwin Indian 
policy in past years, (by which a band of 
several hundred idle vagabond Indions waa 
fed by the Q. M. Department, up to September 
last, and when not employed at drawing and 
eating government rations at that post were 
occupied in murdering and robbing settlers) 
should he sufficient to caution the military of 
to-day against the folly of reposing too much 
confidence in the “good Indian” of Camp 
Goodwin. We regret, however, te observe 
that the experience of the past is absolutely 
ignored, and, that confidence which the Indian 
hag been so prompt in betraying, still lingers 
in the breasts of the vety men whom ke has 
betrayed. Fancy the killing of two Indiana, 
out of a party of three by which two Mexicans 
were attacked last week, having been pro- 
nouneeda “cold-blooded murder,” and that, 
too, by men whose special duty it is to pro- 
tect and encourage settlorsand to punish the 
common gnemy, Now, we do not mean to con- 
demn in éofo the actual, living sentiment which 
influenced the expression of that cpizion, for 
we believe that it wes conccientiously cxpross- 
ad; but we pity, without attempting to vindi- 
cate the existence of so muck waakncess, so 
much credulity and go meek folly, when s few 
moments of sound, sober reflection might place 
the matter in its trae light and destroy the 
strongest doguiatical fabrie which prejudice 
might construct. 


That our readers may botter understand the 
instance to whichallude we shall here state, 
aa briefly as possible the particulars of the re- 
cent “cold-blooded murder: On Tuesday 
night, the 4th inst, a party of Indians stole 
nine animals from a rauch on the Rillito. The 
same night three Goodwin Indians, having a 
pase from,Col. Pollock of Camp Goodwin, and 
employed to carry despatches between that 
postand Tucson, obtained lodging at the raneh 
referred to. On Wednesday morning at a very 
early hour, these latter took their departure, 
and had not been gore quite an hour when 
it was discovered et the ranch that the herd had 
been stolen, Messrs, Bize and Munguia, owners 
of the cattle, immediately saddled up ond start- 
ed in pursuit, and while riding alo.g where 
the road leads through a thicket were fired aot 
und both horses killed. Tho Indians, three in 
number, thon rashed from their place of con- 
cealment and attacked the men whom they 
hed thus dismounted, and in the fight that 
ensued Mr. Sise and two of the Indians were 
killed, Tho surviving Indian fed toward the 
adjacent mountains. Mr. Munguia then pro- 
eseded to examino tho Indians, wuom he recog- 
nized es the same who had lodged at bis ranch 
on the proviows night, aud discovered on the 
person of ong the pass from Col, Pollock and 
the d:spatches. ‘Theso documents he deliver- 
ed to tho commanding officor at Camp Lowell, 
roceiving for his paios asharp reprimand from 
that gentleman for having daro à to kill “shoso 
good Indians,” those “peaceable Indians of 
Camp Goodwin.” The wanton cruelty and 
injastice of the thing co worked upon the bete 
ter nature of the mi itary gentleman, that he 
eont a delegation of military mon to the spot 
where the “marder’ wos perpetrated, with 
instractions to examine tho indications of the 
groand, ond, some say, to bary tho defunct 
vedckins. The delegation having failed to 
diseover auy indications of an obstinate strug- 
glo--neither tivalets of blood, nor broken 
artillery, nov rained habitations wore therd, mor 
was tho darth plowed up by chet ond shal 
-srotumned, horrified ot the idea of such un 
naprovoked atisck and murder oa tho part of 
thé Moxicans, and pronouced tho wholg thing 
a “cowardly ntsasvination and “eold-blooded 
mutdes.”?

You are not aware that this ‘Mountain 
Chief,’ the lea‘lor ot 600 lodges of Piegang (the 
fighting leader), was the murderer of the lam- 
ented Bszemanon the Yellow-stone, in the 
winter ef 1867. Buzemanasd Thomas Coover, 
of the Gallitu: Valley, wers en route to Fort 
Smith when Mountain thiof with three folivwers 
approacheithem professing preet fricudsbip. 
‘Mountains Chief’ extended his hand to Boze- 
raan in token of friendship, and with the other 
drew his revolver and shot him dead. Coover 
escaped. These blackfeet were living with 
the Crows at the time, andth» Crow Indans 
re, orted the circumstance te the commanding 
officer at Fort Smith. I saw Bozeman's arms 
aud horses in the hands of this immortalized 
thief and murderer. 

Afterward, with saven Blackfoot companions, 
he murdered three inoffensive American citi- 
zons on Rock creek, the same winter,

fally apparent, and the various advantages in 
the work of construction been unmistakably 
pointed ont than the crowning effort+—an 
appeal tothe Senate for rightof way~-was 
put forth. Twice, already, has the bill heen 
before the House, and on each occasion pass- 
ed by a large majority; but iù neither case 
was it submitted to a votein the Senate. The 
inaction of this:latter body with regard to the 
railroad bill has kept this great enterprise in a 
state of doubt and inactivity for more than a 
year, Itis tobe hoped however, that a work 
which promises to number among the greatest 
enterprises óf the country, which asks no aid 
fron thd National Treasury, and which will 
develop the resources of the rithest mineral 
territory dn the continent, will nq fonger be im- 
peded when ho real causes combine to render 
its encouragement untimely or detrimental. 
The views of the N. Y Tribune, set forth in 
‘the following paragraph, are well worthy the 
consideration of the Sedate: 

The Southern Pacific Railroad appeals to 
‘the Senate for a confirmation of the right of 
way and kindred privileges required to enable 
it to construct àn iron track through Arizona, 
connecting that secluded region with the Atlan- 
ticas well as the Pacific, repelling and repres- 
eing its ruthless Apaches, and opening its min- 
eral treasures to use and benefit of mankind 
Seldom has so great a good been proffered to 
‘the American People at so little cost to them ; 
‘and we trust that the Senate will respond as 
the House did ty the generous proffer, Ari- 
zona Without this Railroad is worse fhan worth- 
less to us; she isa bill of expense to our Gov- 
ernment and a temptation to the loss of their 
scalps to our adventurous citizens: with the 
Railroad, it will prove a vast treasure<house, 
the seat of novel industry, enterprico thrift, 
and National wealth. We look hopefully to 
the Senate to smite thy rock whence so many

From Our Washington Correspondent, 


While the attention of the government is dis 
rected to retrenchmentinthe civil list, the army 
is not neglected. We have the must expen- 
sively officered army in the world and it is the 
determination of Congress to cut it down to the 
minimum, Itis proverbial that both the army 
and the navy are sensitive subjects to handle 
inany way, Not only da the members cf these 
services look upon thetr terms as perpetual, 
but the pople holding in grateful remem- 
brance their sacrifices and heroic devotion: 
jealously watch any legislation that apparently 
encroaches on the rights of our soldiers and 
sailors, But wo must settle down sooner or 
later to a peace basis. The theory of our gov- 
ernment is in no way more definitely and uni- 
versally recognized, than that it is against 
public policy tò maintain an expensive army 
in time of peace, Taxpayers demand that the 
expensed in this direction be at the very lowest 
figure., The committea on Military Affairs 
have thoroughly examined into the subject. 
When the revolution was at an end, the officers 
Were mustered out with three months’ pay; the 
same course was adopted at the close of the 
Mexican war, but it appears that the reduction 
at the close of the late rebellion, of the nn- 
merical strength of officers and men was dis~ 
proportionate, and a remodeling ts proposed 
which will necessarily retire some good and 
worthy men. It is proposed to give them each 
one year’s full pay. 

DRAMATIC SUE NE IN THE HOUSE,

Senator Spen- 
cor deserves thezacknowledgments ofthe work- 
ing classes for the ablo manner in which hg 
defended their rights, and the record will tell 
in his favor some day,
